Machines For Milking. 


One cf the most prosperous indus- 
tries in Australia is that of dairying, 
and with the extension of operations 
the latest labor-saving machinery is 
being adopted. For milking the ma- 
chines in use are the latest. At one 
dairy, where about 100 cows are in’ 
milk, there are seven machines in- 
stalled, providing for the milking of 
48 cows at the one time. The ma- 
chines are working effectively, and 


appear to find favor in the eyes of the’ 


practical men. They combine efficien- 
cy with simplicity, and present ro 
difficulty in handling. The releaser 
conveys the milk from the cow to the 
separator quickly and cleanly, owing 
to the automatic adjustment of its 
inflow and outflow. The approximate 
cost of installing-a plant of this kind 
is $1,750, and it is capable of milking 
a hundred cows in about two hours. 


Light From Below. 


One of the first bores put down in 
Western Queensland to tap the great 
artestan storage known to exist in 
the imterior of Australia, was at 
Thargomindah, and the water from 
it is now being put to a novel use. 
The pressure is 270 pounds to the 
square inch ne of the strongest 
pressure bores Queensland, though 
the flow is not) very strong — about 
670,000 gallons per day. The bore is 
2,660 feet deep, and the temperature 
ef the water -is 166 degrees. It 
drives a waterwheel at 1,200 revo u- 
tions per minute to provide power for 
an electric light system for Thargo- 
mindah. The charge for light is 25 
cents per week per light. It is con- 
trolled by the Queensland Govern- 
ment. 


St. Kilda Linked Up. 

The inhabitants of the little island 
of 6t. Kilda, off the northwest coast 
of Scotland, whose homeland is in 
such an isolated position that they 
only received news of the death of 
the late King Edward nearly a year 
after the event, are congratulating 
themselves upon the installation of 
wireless communication between their 
island and the mainland which has 
just been effected. The tslanders sig- 
alized the completion of the station 
by sending a wireless message to 
King George. The King replied with 
@ gracious message, in which he ex- 
pressed the wish that the improved 
communication would be the means 
of impoving the happiness of his sub- 
jects in St. Kilda.

People who suppose ‘‘tarring and 
feathering” is an invention of Judge 
Lynch “out west’ may be surprised 
to learn that it was invented, or at 
least was first used, by Richard Coeur 
de Lion. Im the regulations entered

Presently 
the crew of the “vowler’”’ will help to 
haul the seine, pulling in one end 
whilet the crew in the larger boat 
pulls in the other. 

Lastly comes the “‘larker,’’ general- 
ly manned by boys. This little boat is 
a tender to the others, taking out the 
anchors, for it is necessary that the 
Digger boats should be firmly anchor- 
@d so that there may be something to 
pull against when hauling the seine, 
and the boys also shake loose any 
part of the great net that may get 
fouled. It is very hard work, too, be- 
eause all the toil and time may have 
been expended in vain, and the mack- 
erel school may have escaped for 
ome more fortunate boat to secure. 

But if all is well the harvest of the 
gea is reaped, and the mass of silver, 
purple, and blue is poured from the 
net to the boats. Then wet, hot, and 
exhausted, the men prepare for the 
mext ‘‘shoot.’’ The seine is arranged 
afresh, and once more the weary 
fishermen await the ‘“‘huer’s’’ cry 
from the cliffs above. 


Teaching Record.

Animal: Which has been Sabjectea by 
the Bskimo as a Beast of Burden is 
Only Half Tamed and is Almost a« 
Ferocious as His Wild Brother — 
Only Constant Severity Will Control 
Him. 


Ten little mounds of snow were bud- 
dlec close by a hut on the western coast 
of Hudson's bay when the suu rose over 
the surrounding wilderness, says Leslie 
G. Shannon in a recent article. a°ar out 
from the shore the bay was frozen solid 
and over the ice and the land the gale 
whirled the feathery snow in great 
clouds. If there had been a spirit ther- 
mometer at the hut it would have record 
ed a temperature of at least 80 degrees 
below zero. 

With the first appearance of the sun, 
two swarthy men, baci, to their eyes 
in fur, emerged from the hut on snow 
shoes and drew from out the adjoining 
le-n-to a long, low sledge on which was 
lashed a great heap of skins. They were 
trappers about to start for the trading 
post some 40 miles up the coast. .Irom 
the front of the sledge—they call it a 
komatik—extended for about eight feet 
a stout sealekin strand known in thore 
regions as a bridle. Clearly it was 
meant that draft animals of some kind

“unkindest cut of all,’’ however, 
gccurred recently, when the prem- 
iérs of the three Western Prov- 
inces, Sir R. P. Roblin, Hon.

over to the provinces. The fact 
that Mr. Borden, in his appeal’ to 
the people of the West for sup- 
pdrt, «made ~ a solemn promise 
that this should be done, is one 
very good reason. Another is 
that it would place the Prairie 
Provinces on an equality with 
other portions of the Dominions. 
The other provinces control their 
own public domain. In the Prair- 
ie Provinces all water powers, 
timber, mitierdls; fish, and Crown 
lands (except swamp lands in 
Manitoba). are the property of the 
whole Dominioii, and are | con- 
trolled and administered from 
Ottawa. Timber dues, mining 


money received from the sale of 
lands go from the three Prairie 
Provinces to Ottawa, and belong 
as. much to Ontario and Nova 
Scotia and: Prince Edward Is- 
land as .they do «6 Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta.

IMPERIAL IDLERS 


Under the Borden administra- 
tion Canada is dropping farther 
and farther behind in the race of 
he: Domimions#jof the British 
Empire to assume their fair 
share in the Naval defence of 
themselves and the Empire. Und- 
er the Laurier. Government Can- 
ada, took the lead both at the 
Imperial Conferences and in act- 
ual work, For years Australia 


ultimately to be used in confiee- 
tion. wth a local fleet. Now 
comes 'the announcement by Pre- 
mier Massey on October 28th 
that New Zealand has abandoned 
the antiquated. Colonial Tribute 
policy and has determined to 
build a navy of its own on the 
same lines as those adopted by 
Australia. Immediate orders will 
be given for the construction of 
a cruiser of the Bristol type, at 
a cost of $2,000,000. This is the 
same type which was denounced 
by Mr. Borden’s armchair naval 
critics as ‘‘obsolescent’’; it is to- 
day approved by the British Ad- 
miralty. Premier Massey  an- 
nounced this would be followed 
by other vessels, to be under the 
control of New Zealand in times 
of peace, and turned over to the 
Imperial Admiralty in time of 
war or emergency—precisely the 
program laid down by Sir Wil. 
frid Laurier in 1910. 

Australia abandoned the trib- 
ute in 1909 and today has sucha 
fleet that on October 22nd _ last 
the cables announced ‘that the 
Admiral of the Australian Navy, 
with H.M.A.S. ‘‘Melbourne”’ as 
his flagship, flying the Australi- 
an flag as well as the British 
white ensign, took command 
Australian waters. 

New Zealand has a_ dread- 
nought cruiser, has abandoned 
her tribute policy and is -prepar- 
ing to build and establish her 
own fleet as part of.the Imperial 
Navy. 

Canada started in 1910, under 
the Laurier Government, to es- 
tablish a similar fleet. That start 
has been deliberately ruined by 
the Borden Government, ‘the 
ships practically scrapped and 
the crews dismissed, ‘while Mr. 
Borden has tried to revert to the 
tribute policy which has been 
abandoned by more progressive 
Dominions. 

Had the Laurier Government 
continued in power, Canada _to- 
day would-have an adequate fleet 
and be able to hold its own with 
Australia and New Zealand. 


With the Borden Government 
in power, Canada, in naval mat. 
ters, is farther behind than it 
was five years ago, with little 
prospect of anything being done 
until a Government which can 
act for country instead of party 
is elected.
